Washington, Dec, IS,—The senate 


committee on isthmian, canals today 
authorized a favorable report upon 
Senator Morgan's bill providing for 
the acquisition from Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, of the right of way via 
fthe Nicaragua route. Senator Mor- 
gan later presented this report to 
the senate, accompanying the return 
of the bill with a voluminous report 
on the general 
subject of a canal 


across the isthmus. Action upon the 
bill providing for the contraction of 
the canal was deferred. 


Senator Morgan's report covers 


more than 500 pages of printed mat- 
ter and deals with many of the ques- 
tions connected with the construction 
of the canal, including a thorough in- 
quiry into the attitude of Great Brit- 
ain upon the subject and the differ- 
ent canal routes. He also discusses 
the relationship of the Panama canal 
company to the construction by the 
United States of a waterway across 
the isthmus, and while he makes ref- 
erence to a letter written by Presi- 
dent Kutin, of the Panama company, 
to Secretary of State Hay, he does 
not give the text of the communica- 
tion. Mr. Morgan, says that the let- 
ter to Secretary Hay was dated No- 
vember 22 last and that it was writ- 
ten after Admiral Walker, as presi- 
dent of the commission, had closed 
his correspondence with M. .Hutiu 
relating to the sale of the Panama 
canal. He then adds: 


"The letter to Mr. Hay, with the 


appendixes thereto and the memor- 
anda that accompanies it, is an at- 
tack upon the president of the com- 
mission, replete with false accusa- 
tions and perversions of fact, and is 
evidently intended to create a side 
issue, the debate upon which it is 
hoped by M. Hutin will 'delay, if it 
does not defeat, the final action of 
congress in providing for the con- 
struction of any canal. 


"This proceeding and the placing 


of this correspondence in the hands 
of the president of the United States 
by M. Hutin, with a request that it 
be communicated to congress, is but 
a continuation of the presumptions 
and offensive pioposition previously 
made by the Panama canal company. 
This company, in a previous admin- 
istration, had succeeded in obtaining 
the resignation of a secretary of the 
navy to accept a nominal position in 
their service at a large salary and 
expended fl,500,000 in New York 
chiefly in acquiring the aid of lead- 
ing business houses in promoting the 
DeLesseps plan, without a dollar of 
stock being subscribed in that city. 


"The desperate financial straits of 


the new Panama canal company com- 
pelled them to make overtures to the 


Mr. Mason, from the committee on 


manufactures, submitted a favorable 
report on a bill relating to the 
adulteration of food products and ad- 
dressed the senate briefly criticizing 
certain products which had come 
under the observation of the commit* 
tee.

Gould, with Mrs. Gould, has just re- 
turned from a tour of the railroads 
embraced in the Otould system—* 
tour divided into two sections «uxd 
lasting about two months, broken 
only by a flying visit to New Yor> 
and covering practically the entire 
country from Utah to Texas. After 
a critical and analytical survey, not 
alone on -his own railroads, but of 
financial and commercial conditions 
throughout the country, Hr. Gould 
returns in an even more optimistic 
frame of mind than when he finished 
(his big tour last spring. Mr. Goult 
was asked if lie were wiU4ng- to state 
at this time whether he intended tc 
carry out the rumored plan of a 
trans-continental railrostd, with thf 
Missouri Pacific,' Denver and Kit 
Grande, Bio Grande and Western and 
Central Pacific as the main links in 
the chain. 


"I have heard nothing about that,*- 


said Mr. Gould. 
"We are working 


very harmoniously with, our allied 
railroad connections, the Central Pa- 
cifiic being one of them." 


Then Mr. Gould gave this inkling 


of his plans of extending his net- 
work of railroads in the south: 


"W* are contemplating a line from 


Arkansas City south to Lake Provi- 
dence, in Louisiana, 
In fact, it is 


under construction now. The Texas 
'and Pacific line is to be rebuilt and 
expended so that it will form & 
through line along the west bank of 
tih* Mississippi river betweenNew Or- 
leans and St. Louis. 
The improve- 


ment will include also the rebuild- 
ing of the New Orleans and North- 
western railroad. The new line runs 
through a beautiful cotton country, 
and at present there is no line to 
serve it. 
The country is entlrel> 


tributary to the Iron Mountain sys- 
tem, 
hence the construction of the 


branches. We expect to get one of 
the New York city elevated roads 
started with electricity in a very few 
days. 
We have been delayed, as 


other people have been delayed, hy 
the non-delivery of machinery. Our 
contracts are about a year behind, 
but ^ce expect to have some trains 
running by electricity in the near fu- 
ture."
